Stocker was picked up by Law- 
rence police, who became sus- 
picious of the shabbily dressed 
youth in the expensive motor car.

HE project ef a channel tunnel ts again 
before the public, and, as usual, the 
public in inclined to favor the idea. In- 
deed, so far as lay opinion concerned, 
hardly a voice in opposition can be heard 
[t always has been so, and probably always 
will be so, but the tunnel will not necessa- 
rily be built oo that account. Indeed, so 
long as’ naval and miuitary opinion remains 
opposed to it the chances very strongly are 
that it will not be built. Nevertheless a 
tunnei of some kind will be built some 
day. Jt is one of those obvious impreve 
ments upon nature, like the Suez or Pan- 
ama Canais, that simply ask to be done. 
In fact, it would have been done many 
years ago if France and England had hap- 
pened to be ome country instead of two. 
There is no engineering or financial! dif- 
mparable with the difficulties 
faced promoters of the Suez and 
Panama Canalis. The only special diffi- 
culty—and it has hitherto preved insur- 
leuntavie—is that the tunnel, ike so many 
Other of ilizatien, can be utilized 
for the purpeses of war. Even that would 
not be decisive were it not that it could be 
used with greater effect by our enemies 
than by ourselves. At least that has always 
been the argument, and one supposes, un- 
willingly, that there must have been some- 
thing in it or so many distinguished soidiers 
and sailors would not have put it forward. 
Fer all that anybody knows to the contrary 
the argument still holds good in the opin- 
ion of the technical experts of the Admiralty 
and the War Office.

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It is all the greater pity, therefore, that 
he official argument has not been fully 
explained. In 1872 the British Government 
Stated that it had no “objection in princi- 
ple” to the building of a tunnel, and this 
toierance lasted for more than 10 years, A 


Joint Committee of the Lerds aad Coni- 
mons then agreed that axtunne!l would be 


“inexpedient.”” largely on military grounds. 
but could not agree in any further detail 
upon the nature of this military objection. 


In the same way, the most recent deci- 
sion—-that of the Committee of Imperial] 
Defense, which yeported to Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald in 1924—was that a tunnel 
would involve “an element of danger;” the 
mature of the danger has not been stated 
One would have liked to know precisely 
how a tunnel would increase the danger 
of invasion. It is obvious that if an enemy 
were in possession of both ends the tunnel 
would be of the greatest military value to 
him. But how would he obtain pcoasession ‘ 
it must either be gone. as Lord Wolseicy 
feared it would be, In a surprise attack or 
as a result of regular military and navai 
operations. Lord Woiseley’s supposition 
that “England, ag a nation. could be de- 
stroyed without any warning whatever, 
when Europe was in a condition of pro- 
found peace.” is a fantastic supposition and 
would be universally #0 regarded nowadaya 
even if it were not so obvious 6° years ago 
that wars of this kind do not happen.

If we are to be exposed to ali the 
dangers of acrial warfare just as though 
we were a land power, why should we nvot 
make this underground link between the 
French and British shores, and so befome 
a land power in reality? After all; the 
only danger which a tunne! can conceivably 
present is a-¥rench danger. 

A few months ago the Government were 
willing to approve a naval agreement with 
France which was only explicable upen the 
assumption that the possibility of being at 
war with France need no louger be enter- 
tained. If that is still the Government's 
conviction it is one which could be more 
innocently expressed by agreement to 
butid a channel tunnel. The dangers ef a 
tunnel remote and hypothetical. Its 
advantages are immediate and certain. It 
would be a stimulus to trade and. even 
more, to personal intercourse. It ts not a 
matter in which the Government should 
take a financial interest, but if there are 
enough people willing to finance the un- 
dertaking as an investment the Govern- 
ntent might at ieast take the responsibility 
of giving them permission.
